Claims 20-31. (Canceled). 

Claim 32. (Currently Amended) A system for generating an electromagnetic field to interrogate 
and detect electronic article surveillance markers, comprising: 

a plurality of electronic article surveillance antennas, each of said plurality of antennas 
including: 

a core formed by a plurality of amorphous alloy ribbons insulated from each other 
and stacked to form an elongate solid rectangular shape having first and second ends: and 

a coil winding of wire disposed around at least a portion of said core, said coil 
winding of wire insulated from said core, said core and said coil winding being of at least a 
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minimum size for operably generating an electromagnetic field for interrogation and detection of 
electronic article surveillance markers: and, 

at least one electronic controller connected to said plurality of antennas, said electronic 
controller including: 

transmitter means for generating an electromagnetic field for transmission into an 
interrogation zone for reception by an electronic article surveillance marker, the electronic article 
surveillance marker responding with a characteristic response signal: 

receiver means for detecting the characteristic response signal from the electronic 
article surveillance marker: and, 

switching means for switching said coil winding of wire between said transmitter 
means and said receiver means: 

wherein a Q value of at least one of said antennas is less than or equal to about 20 
at an EAS operating frequency.
